In the national election, it was so close that as many 
as 7,000 votes turned the table in numerous states. In 
states with a populus of over one million voters, 7,000 
is not much of an edge. In those areas, one vote in 
each precinct made a lot of difference. 
The percentage may also represent something even 
more im portant that deciding on the winner or loser, 
if that is possible. An 80 percent turnout shows that 
the people of this county are interested in what is 
going on in government, and not taking a W atergate- 
type stand that the government is in bad shape, and 
there is nothing they can do about it. 
So,not only are those who were fortunate enough to 
claim victory last night given a vote of confidence, 
but the American people in general, Rush Countians 
especially, really won this one. They saw that 
something had to be done and they went out and did it. 
That feeling exists throughout most of the nation 
today, as this has been one of the most heaviest 
turnouts in the nation’s history. The people of 
America are tired of sitting back and letting the 
politicians run the government.

political adage about a heavy vote being a 
good omen for Democrats was disproved by 
the 1076 election in Indiana. 
Approximately 74 per cent of the total 
number of registered voters went to the 
polls Tuesday and produced some results 
that will be the subject of analysis for weeks 
to come, but clearly were more beneficial to 
Republicans than Democrats. 
The Republicans gained a U.S. Senate seat 
after being shut out completely by the 
Democrats for 14 years They retained the 
crucial office of governor, pius four other 
statehouse 
offices, 
and 
gained 
o n e 
congressman And although it was a futile 
victory, Indiana cast its majority vote for 
President Ford, leaving intact its record of 
having voted for a Democratic presidential 
nominee only four times in this century. 
Democratic State Chairman Bill Trisler 
commented, “This is the first time I have 
seen it (a heavy voter turnout) favor the 
Republicans." With a tinge of sarcasm, 
Trisler suggested that if only Ford and his 
vice presidential running mate, Robert Dole, 
had campaigned in Indiana more often than 
once it might have been an advantage to the 
Democrats. 
“Dole is 
nothing 
but 
another 
reborn 
Agnew," Trisler said “Once people over the 
state got to know him, he would have lost 
votes.” 
The action of Indiana voters in retiring 
Sen Vance Hartke, D-Ind , after 18 years in 
Washington was forecast by professional 
polls all through the summer and became 
reality 
Tuesday night, 
with 
Republican 
Richard Lugar getting 59 per cent of the 
vote, a new record vote for the state 
This percentage is higher than that of 
Gov. Otis R Bowen at 57 per cent of the 
total vote and higher than the record victory 
margin of Bowen tour years ago over 
Matthew 
K 
Welsh of 
303,414 
Lugar's 
margin was about 380,000 over Hartke. 


The reasons why Indiana voters thought 
less highly of Hartke than they did of 
Democratic gubernatorial nominee Larry 
Conrad are multiple. 
Hartke 
himself 
said, 
"Many 
people 
consider personal incidents, such as the 
mistake 
I 
made 
in 
opposing 
airport 
electronic search procedures, to be more 
important than social and economic issues.” 
He hammered repeatedly at his importance 
to Indiana because of his seniority, including

Committee and leadership on the Senate 
Commerce Committee with e x p e c t e d 
chairmanship of its c o m m u n i c a t i o n s 
subcommittee if re-elected. 
However, seniority last May was no life­ 
saver to Rep 
Ray Madden, D-Ind., in 
strongly Democratic Lake County and Lake 
County repeated the lesson again on Hartke 
The county that had given Sen. Birch Bayh, 
D-Ind., a 32,000 vote margin over Lugar two 
years ago, gave Hartke only about half that 
much and killed any hopes Hartke might 
have pinned on a Lake County rescue. 
Indications are that Hartke won only IO of 
the 02 counties Among those he lost was his 
home county of Vanderburgh, won by Lugar 
with more than double the number of votes. 
Hartke also fared poorly in the home 
counties of the large state universities, an 
indication that a poll statistic showing Lugar 
was favored 2 to I among younger voters 
also was accurate. 
Hartke also blamed inadequate funding as 
a factor in his defeat, mentioning that he

LONDON (UPI)—The gold rush is on. 
But, unlike the historic California Gold 
Rush of the last century, this time it is out 
of gold mining, not into it. 
The reason is the price of gold, which, 
though 
recovered 
slightly 
from 
t h e 
depressed levels of a few months ago, in 
some mines has made the expense of 
producing the precious metal greater than 
the current market price. 
Gold, after a breathtaking rise to nearly 
$200 an ounce, currently is trading around 


$ 122. 
As a result of this drop — in a little over a 
year — a number of marginally profitable 
South African mines have given the required - 
three-month notice that they intend to close 
down. 
Two companies, East Daggafontein and 
South 
African 
Lands, 
have 
said 
they 
definitely intend to bow out of gold mning. 
South Roodeport has said It is selling out. 
And Marlevale, Venterpost and Vlakfontein 
have given notice of intent. 
East Dagga and South African Lands both 
are “golden oldies”, in business for some 
time, but it now costs these companies more 
to produce gold than it will bring on the 
market. 
Most South African gold is mined from 
deep in the earth in very hard rock and an 
average mine has to break, transport and 
treat three tons of rock to produce one 
ounce of gold. 
East Dagga spends about $175 to produce 
an ounce of gold. And that does not include 
finance charges, gold sources said. The 
figure for South Roodeport is reported to be 
$143 an ounce. 
Most mines will hang on as long as 
possible, but bullion dealers speculate as to

Bidding 
Starts Today 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
cry of “What am I bid?’’ began 
in earnest for 24 free agents 
this morning 
when baseball 
conducted its first ever re-entry 
draft. 
But for a good many of the 
free agent players who have 
played out their options, the 
bidding may not be on quite the 
wide 
scale 
as 
originally 
speculated In fact, the players’ 
own union chief, Marvin Miller, 
has predicted that most of the 
24 eligible players will wind up 
back with their original clubs. 
"I’m reasonably sure of it,” 
laid Miller 
“ Some players 
jecame free agents because 
they felt, ’What have I got to 
lose at this point? What am I 
worth on the open market?*’’ 


Meanwhile, that “open mar­ 
ket" may also be seriously 
reduced in the wake of some 
owners’ refusal to take part in 
the bidding 
Cincinnati’s Bob

What would you think of a doctor who prescribed medicine to 
you without giving you a check-up to determ ine what disease 
you had? In effect, this is how m any farm ers, hom e gardeners, 
hom eowners do when they apply fertilizer to their ground 
without having a soil test m ade. 
Fall is an excellent tim e to tak e soil tests. The soil is usually 
not too wet and is much easier to sam ple properly. Also, soil 
testing laboratories are able to process your test much quicker 
in the fall. Fertilizer and lim ing m aterials can be applied to 
most Rush County fields in the fall without much loss of 
nutrients. 
Another plus is that fertilizer dealers have a w ider selection of 
m aterials and usually m ore tim e to apply them . Often tim es, 
discounts a re available which m ake fall application desirable 
for farm ers. 
There a re several private laboratories that ru n soil analysis. 
Purdue Soil Testing Laboratory will run a soil test for a fee of 
$2 per sam ple. Information on soil sampling is available from 
the County Extension Office. 
While we a re discussing soil tests, perhaps w e should discuss 
the home yard and garden. Soil tests should be run on yards and 
particularly garden plots M any people look a t their yard or 
garden and say, “ I don’t need a soil test; it looks alright to m e.” 
Nutrient deficiency for lawns and gardens is like a chronic 
disease 
the 
sym ptom s m ay 
be slow appearing. Lawns 
especially can be very deficient in nutrients and look fairly 
good, until w eather stresses the plants. In periods of dry or wet 
weather, properly fertilized law ns will look m uch better and 
recover fa ster than a neglected lawn. 
Differences in fertility levels in gardens a re m ore pronoun­ 
ced. however. H ave you ever had a perfect y e a r for growing a 
garden but had som e plants just look like they a re ready to give 
up'' D ifferent vegetables require varying am ounts of nutrients 
and some are m ore sensitive to fertility levels A lot of people 
put fertilizer on their yard and garden every y e a r as a m atter of 
course. Although most yards and gardens benefit from this 
fertilizer, m any people are actually throwing m oney away by 
{Hitting fertilizer on when it s not needed. A soil test usually 
costs around $2 per sam ple to run which is a lot cheaper than 
buying fertilizer 
especially if it is not needed 
On the other hand, if fertilizer is needed, the added response 
from the plants you are trying to grow will be w orth much m ore 
than the cost of the test. 
So, w hether you apply fertilizer to acres or to your yard and 
garden, a soil test now will reap benefits next spring and 
sum m er
